That is a rather exceptional record.. .Books haven’t 
reached Calif stations yet. ^poke to Spann's producer today (they 11 accept charges), 
i'll do that by phone after he gets book. -Probably same for &ason, but I’ve not called 
him, not lnowing his hours and not knowing his producer, who has always messed up every 
phoned interview between us, leaving Jim (who is great ) in the dark and cdsinforming me. 

Glad Hal is working. Wish he’d forget Germany. I hate -for him to rush to disaster.
